Solid Brass 

It is the custom of the County 
Sealer of Weights and Measures to 
have his weights and measures cali- 
brated every two years, and recently 
County Sealer Batchelor began to 
look over his stock and found an old 

set of brass weights. 

He took these to Los Angeles and 
they were calibrated by R. C. Mel- 
vin, Chief of the Department of 
Weights and Measures of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, State of 
California. There seems to be no 
record of when these weights of 
solid brass first came into use by 
the County of San Bernardino. That 
they are at least 49 years old is evi- 
dent from the fact that they were 
calibrated by J. T. Babcock, adjuster 
of weights and scales at the U. S. 
Mint, San Francisco, in 1873. Mr. 
Batchelor .is now using these test 
weights. He also found in a dust- 
covered box five solid brass meas- 
ures, gallon, half gallon, quart, half- 
quart and half-pint. These solid brass 
measures are probably as old as the 
weights and are quite different from 
those used nowadays.

Not many would suspect to find in 
the San. Bernardino Court House 
under the quiet exterior of Joseph 
Rich, Official Court Reporter, a bard 
and poet. Like many other young- 
sters, he went through the period of 
poetical effusions, probably while 
looking for the ‘one girl.’ He _ en- 
thuses over the wonders of the San 
Bernardino ‘ Valley «and from poems 
shown to the writer, should let his 
light so shine that all might know. 
Like others, he found that poesy did 
not bring in coin enough and he be- 
gan to follow other lines. Some of 
your readers may remember the 
little pageant given at the Orange 
Show in 1918. It was arranged and 
directed by Mr. Rich. 

For the last seven or eight years, 
Mr. Rich, in collaboration with Wil- 
liam Bristol of Hightand. has been 
working out the details of the “Pa- 
geant of the Orange.” 

Going back to the time of the 
creation of the valley, telling of the 
wars of the Indians for possession, 
the establishment of the Missions 
by the Catholic Padres, the planting 
of the trees which were to bear the 
golden fruit of Hesperides. It tells 
of the bloom time when the fairies 
place the blooms on the trees, shows 
the fairies placing the golden 
spheres on the trees, the gathering 
of the fruit,, packing and shipping. 
The Pageant will require about 200 
children to act as the fairies of the 
bloom and fruit. As each scene is 
presented the story of that time is 
chanted by a seer, who sits in a 
subdued light. The Pageant will re- 
quire 150 adults and will take at 
least two hours to present. The cos- 
tumes will be designed under the 
direction of Mr. Rich. 

This Pageant is now ready for 
production, but owing to the fact 
that it is an indoor affair in which 
eolored lights are to be used to 
bring out the beautiful colors of the 
costumes and scenery, it has not 
been possible to give it. Mr. Rich 
thinks it will be possible upon the 
completion of the Municipal Audi- 
torium, bids for which are to be 
opened soon. Then the fame of Rich 
and Bristol will go out over the world 
and San Bernardino will point with 
pride to the originator of the “Pa- 
geant of the Orange.” 


Law to Prevent Destruction of the 
Yucca Bloom

bloom of the yucca which grows on 
the desert. It is said it takes some- 
thing over seven years for the yucca 
to produce the bloom and if some 
preventive measures are not taken 
the yucca will disappear from the 
desert.

CITRUS FRUIT CROP 
LESS THAN 50 PER 
CENT Thilo COMING 

OEAOUN SAYS COY 


Late bloom and hot weather have 
combined in uroducing an excessive 
June drop which will mean a county 
citrus crop of less than 50 per cent, 
according to the revised estimate of 
wo ks Coy, horticultural commis- 
sioner, following the meeting of the 
district’ commissioners at the offices 
of the Farm Bureau Wednesday 
afternoon. 

" Estimate by districts forecasts the 
Redlands -crop as 45 per cent; Up- 
land at 60 per cent; Ontario and Ri- 
alto a 50 each. Mr. Coy states that 
these figures are the result of the es- 
timate of the home district com- 
missioner in each cas and such stl- 
mats ar apt to vary, du to th human 
equation. HE continues to take the 
optimistic attitude expressed earlier 
in the week that a bumper crop this 
year would have been doubtful ad- 
vantage to the growers. due to the 
unsettled labor and industrial con- 
dition. 

“A 50 per cent crop will mean good 
prices, plenty of labor and a steady 
market.” says Mr. Coy. “The citrus 
growers will not suffer any consider- 
able loss, according to presnt indi- 
cations.” 

Lmons look poorer in the in- 
spectors’ opinions with a prospect of 
but a 35 per cent crop. ; 

Deciduous. fruits generally have a 
very favorable outlook. Estimate for 
the peach crop is placed at 100 per 
cent; apricots are estimated at 90 
per cent; grapes at 100; walnuts at 
over 100; apples at 60 and pears at 
40. Pear blight is bad this year and 
this acocunts for the low pear esti- 
mate. 

Scale indications from the county 
are reported as especially bad in the 
west end, where conditions of hu- 
midity seem to make necessary the 
fumigation of groves more often than 
in other sections. 





as ‘satisfactory this year, due 1 
creased equipment which {fs being 
placed in the field. Mr. Coy urges 
affected grove owners to fumigate 
whenever possible and states that 
when necessary the compulsory state 
law will be enforced. Effect of ar- 


senic sprays was considered at 
length. 
It developed that “some groves 


which were sprayed with such mix- 
tures last season are now especially 
affected with white scale which the 
commissionrs now believe has an in- 
jurious effect in killing the benefi- 
cial parasites. The conclusion in this 
case is the result of comparisons in 
neighboring groves. one of which had 
been treated with arsenic spray. 

Red spider situation was regarded 
as of little consequence, although 
there are a few bad cases in the 
west end of the county. Grasshop- 
pers were reported as being a sert- 
ous menace only in the neighborhood 
of Etiwanda where the farmers have 
been urged to use poison in liberal 
proportions, 

Sphinx moth worm has appeared 
in grapes throughout the county, al- 
though not in serious numbers.

TROUBLE AHEAD FOR 
CONGRESS 


RESIDENT HARDING’S — announce- 
ment of decision not to take his pro- 
posed Alaskan vacation has without 
doubt an ominous ring at the other end 

of Pennsylvania Avenue. If the President is 
going to remain in Washington, it is clear the 
statesmen in the upper and lower houses of 
Congress may properly conclude that their 
only opportunity for vacations is to go through 
with the program Mr. Harding has laid down. 

Mr. Harding’s influence with these states- 
men whom the people have chosen to govern 
them may not be sufficient to compel enact- 
ment of his legislative program. But there lies 
ready to his hand a weapon which other chief 
executives have used with success and there 
is evidence that he is counting upon it to do 
effective work. Washington weather rarely 
fails to impress a statesman even though he 
may be impervious to arguments directed to 
that faculty which passes for intelligence. No 
lawmaker ean function with dignity under the 
rays of a sizzling Washington sun. 

Publie sentiment will be with the President 
in whatever he may do to bring the gentlemen 
of Tlouse and Senate to a proper appreciation 
of their responsibilities. Compelling them to 
remain in Washington until they have dis- 
charged their duty may seem to verge peril- 
ously near infringement upon that provision 


good. Some industries, including even 
a few of those classified as basic, are begin- 
ning to complain of an increasing shortage 
of certain kinds of labor. There is still some 
isolated unemployment in various parts of 
the country, but as a national problem it has 
ceased to exist and in its place, judging by 
indications which have come to the surface 
of late, is likely to. be sustituted the problem 
of finding sufficient labor to meet the demand 
of industry. 

Conditions are far from normal and what 
will take place when they reach normal is 
problematical. But the fact that certain in- 
dustries are already beginning to feel the 
pinch of a labor shortage, to say nothing of 


the usual pre-harvest fears of insufficient ~ 


labor to handle the crops, is significant evi- 
‘dence that the tide has turned. The situa- 
tion at present at least is not what it was 
some six months ago, when several million per- 
sons were idle, when industry was ebbing 
and large publie and private works were in 
suspension. Industries are steadily and 
healthily expanding and every sign points to 
increased rather than decreased employment. 

It is noteworthy to recall the attitude of the 
administration at the time unemployment 
was at its height. There were those who in- 
sisted national legislation was the only rem- 
edy; that a system of ‘‘doles’’ paid out of 
the pockets of taxpayers was unavoidable, 
and that only federal relief could correct an 
otherwise hopeless situation. 

The Harding administration, however, set 
about its solution in a different manner. 
Bureaus of information were opened, employ- 
ment agencies were set up and the co-opera- 
tion of state and municipal authorities was 
invoked and as a result projects and enter- 
prises that would normally have been post- 
poned were launched. The policies of the 
Harding administration reassured business 
and business improved. The result: Another 
demonstration of far-sighted statesmanship 
and sane and capable administration. — St. 
Louis Times.

MEXICO AND THE JEWS 


F PROOF were needed of the sagacity 
and far-sighted statesmanship of Presi- 
dent Obregon of Mexico, it is clearly to 
be found in his latest declaration con- 

cerning Jewish immigration. He invites 5000,- 
000 Jewish refugees scattered about Europe 
to settle in’ Mexico, offers to free them from 
the $250 immigrant admission tax and exempt 
them from other taxes for a number of years. 
He tells them that Mexico has several million 
hectares of land appropriate for colonization 
purposes and promises to help them financially 
in establishing themselves. All he demands in 
return is that they become citizens of Mexico. 

In the light of our country’s foolish attitude 
toward immigration President Obregon’s wise 
decision comes like a breath of fresh air. 

Wherever the Jews have settled they have 
brought intelligence, industry and a_ high 
moral standard. They have created wealth. 
They have fostered education and charities 
and hospitals. They have invariably con- 
tributed more than their share toward elevat- 
ing the level of culture of any land in which 
they lived in peace. Compare, in parallel col- 
umns, the unquestioned good which they have 
done with even wild charges which ignorant 
fanatics like Henry Ford have brought against 
them, and the balance is still in their favor. 

And these people are today barred from our 
shores. The barren soil of thousands upon 
thousands of acres in our Western States cries 
aloud for them. It remained for President 
Obregon to see the opportunity to enrich his 
land by their thrift and industry. 

Compare, now, this display of wise states- 
manship with the discussion which has. arisen 
in this country over the question of the num- 
ber of Jewish students in Ameriean colleges. 
The very fact that such a subject ean become 
controversial betokens an ignorance, a narrow- 
mindedness and a prejudice that are appalling.

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FIRE HAZARD 1S 
GREAT THIS YEAR 


That the forest fire hazard is much 
greater this year than usual on account 
of the heavy growth of grass over ine 
hills, was the statement yesterday of 
Ranger A. T. Shay, in charge of the dis- 
trict between San Vacine and Palmer 
canyons back as far as Mount Baldy. 

Shay declared that on account of this 
year’s heavy rainfalls there is an un- 
usually heavy growth of dry grass on 
the hills now. 

Growth of Grass Heavy 

“The ground is usually half bare at 
this time of year,” said Shay, “but now 
the growth of grass’ is almost solid. 
There have already been five fires this 
year, whereas there is not usually more 
than one at this time of the = season. 
We have found all of the fires before 
any damage has been done, so far, 
however.” 

The ranger said that every violator of 
the law prohibiting of leaving burning 
camp fires would be arrested. He said 
that all fires, when they are left, should 
be extinguished with water, if possible, 
and should then be covered over with 
dirt. The lowest fine that is imposed, 
he said, is @50 and a jail sentence can 
be given in addition. 


Get Permit First 

Shay declared that no one should light 
a campfire im the hills without getting 
a fire permit first. Permits are issued 
by Manker and Benson, Upland; The 
San Antonio ranger station, the Camp 
Baldy station and the Camp Baldy curio 
shop. 

He declared that the worst danger from 
fires this year is from smokers. He 
said that the dropping of cigarette stubs 
and matches along grass-lined trails, is 
the greatest danger. He particularly 
warned against the throwing about of 
“tailor made” cigarettes, which, he said, 
burn until they are all gone. 

_ In addition to leaving of fires in 
the hills, Ranger Shay warned against 
the polluting of the streams. 

Too Much Contamination 

“There is entirely too much contamina- 
tion in San Antonio creek this year,” he 
said, “Hereafter we will arrest every 
person found contaminating the stream 
in any way. This includes the washing 
of hands, brushing the teeth and the like 
in the stream.” 

Ranger Shay said that he would greatly 
appreciate it if anyone seeing any signs 
of smoke or fire in his district would

HELD SECRET OF HAPPINESS 


John Wesley’s Nearly Ninety Years 
Passed With Remarkably Few 
Periods of Depression. 





There was John Wesley. His “Jour- 
nal,” with its record of indefatigable 
labor, is one of the cheeriest books in 
the language. What a rare good time 
he had! When he was eighty-seven he 
could say, “I do not remember to have 
felt lowness of spirits for a quarter 
of an hour since I was born.” For 
more than sixty years this indefatig- 
able pleasure-seeker had been doing 
as he pleased. Up every day in time 
to preach at five o’clock in the morn- 
ing; then over the hills or through 
the pleasant lanes to preach again at 
the time lazy citizens were ready for 
breakfast; off again, on horseback, or 
by chaise or in a lumbering stage 
coach, for more preaching. . . . Now 
and then facing a mob, or being wet 
through {n a thunder storm, or stop- 
ping to get information in regard to 
some old ruin. Between sermons he 
refreshed his mind with all sorts and 
conditions of books. On the pleasant 
road to Chatham he reads Tasso's 
“Jerusalem Delivered.” On the road 
to Aberdeen he loses himself delight- 
edly in the misty sublimities of Os- 
sian. “Orlando Furtoso” {s good Satur- 
day reading. The eager octogenarian 
confesses that “Astolpho’s shield and 
horn and voyage to the moon, the 
lance that unhorses evervene, the all- 
penetrating sword, and I know not 
how many {mpenetrable helmets and 
shields” are rather too much for, his 
sober English tmagination. Still, they 
afford an agreeable interlude in his 
missionary journeys. — Samuel Mc- 
Chord Crothers, in “Among Friends.”

Fireworks in History. 

The business of making , reworks 
and the business of setting’ off elubo- 
rate displays are sometimes called 
“the art of pyrotechny,” the word “py- 
rotechny” being compounded of two 
Greek Words meaning “fire art.” There 
is an extensive literature on the sub- 
ject. 

References may be found in the 
writings of Munilius and Vespicus to 
the fuct.that fireworks. were set off in 
connection with the eircus in ancient 
Rome, and Claudianus, who wrote in 
the Fourth century, mentions “whirl- 
ing wheels and fountains of~fire’ in 
conmection with the celebration of.cer- 
tain festivals. Fireworks, and which 
should not be confounded with mere 
bonfires, were set off as spectacles and 
ceremonies during the reign of Henry 
vil, Henry VIII, Elizabeth: and other 
English monarchs. In these early 
English days dragons spouting fire 
were a popular form of ffreworks. In 
a book written on the subject in 1648 
there is a reference to “trees and 
fountains of fire sent high up into 
the air?” 





Barley Basis of Weight. 

During the reign of Henry VIII 
standards of length and weight were 
estabHshed with actual~ grains of 
wheat and barley as a. basis.’ Three 
barley. corns were an ineh, and from 
that was built up our table of inches, 
feet, ells+ (yards), perch and acre. 
‘me restriction was that the’ barley 
vorn must’ be dry and taken from the 
middle of the car and laid end to end. 
Under this same system 30 grains of 
wheat made a pennyweight, and from 
that as a basis they worked out’ the 
Troy pound in’which 12 ounces still 
make a pound. @riginally the siz 
of ‘shoes wene based upon grains of 
barley, and it is said that these. are 
the same today as in the early days. 
There were 18 grains of barley to each 
size. “Furlong” is an old English werd 
meaning “furrow long” and is based 
upon:the length a furrow would be 
in a square ter-acre field.

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SETS A RECORD IN 
INTELLIGENCE TEST 


Setting a new high record in intelligence 
tests that Mrs. 
superintendent of schools, does not believe

can be surpassed or even equalled by 
any other school in the United States, 
Oak Glenn, a small school of nine pupils, 
was given special mention in an announce- 
ment of Mrs. Stanley’s today. 

Experiments carried on in the school 
work of San Bernardino County during 
the past school year and knowledge of 
which was withheld from _ publication 
until it was known whether the results 
were favorable or not, were discussed 
today by Mrs. Stanley, who praised the 
innovations, openly advocating their con- 
tinued use and went on record as happily 
surprised over the results secured in a 
number of elementary institutions. 

Series of Tests Used 

During the past school year a_ series 
of tests, including every pupil in the 
grammar grades outside of San Bernar- 
dino, which has its own system, was 
given to the pupils throughout the county. 
First test was made early in the year, the 
last one immediately prior to the closing 
of school. Mrs. Sara Bicknell, assistant 
superintendent of schools, supervised the 
features of the new work. 

Yesterday graphs of the results secured 
by the inntelligence, reasoning, rapid read- 
ing and comprehension tests, and those on 
elementary mathematics were completed 
and the composite result in all schools 
of the county found so amazing that 
it was decided to make public the fact. 

One school with nine pupils in_ it, 
Oak Gelnn, is without a peer in the 
county. Commenting on the remarkable 
record it has made Mrs. Stanley said to- 
day, “I do not believe the record it. set 
can be duplicated anywhere in the United 
States. Conditions there were peculiar. 
There was not a subnormal pupil, yet 
on the other hand it was not a picked 
group. I do not even believe that any 
other school can seriously press it for high 
honors.” 

High Above Average 

Pupils in the Oak Glenn schgol were 
found to be so far above the average 
that assistants in the office of Mrs. 
Stanley will be compelled to work over- 
time this summer to study out a second 
series of tests that can seriously occupy 
their attention next year. 

The amazing results can only be reali- 
zed, Mrs. Stanley pointed out, when it is 
leavned that students in the third grade 
surpassed the average marks of eighth 
grade pupils. The tests are dnly for the 
grammar schools and are expected to be 
able to apply to all elementary grades. 

In some cases the records set were 
so high that the graph paper was too 
small to show the relative scores. There 
was not a single instance where an in- 
dividual pupil fell below or even approach- 
ed the average. 

Rialto is said to have made a remark- 
able record for a larger school. There 
was a greater improvement by the last 
test compared with the first one than 
elsewhere in the county where several 
hundreds of pupils were 
undergo the examinations. 

The entire county is declared to be 
relatively above the average.

OME FORTY YEARS ago when the Santa Fe Railroad was 

constructing its mainggine through California, it was found 

necessary in meeting supply conditions, to establish at vari- 
ous points camps. The majority of these temporary camps at that 
time established, existed only for a short time, to finally be obliter- 
ated and all trace of their location lost.
